IN CODORUS CREEK ATY6RK. 


The boily of Harry Gulden, aged 45 


years, a former resident of near Gulden's 
Station, Mt. Pleasant township, was fish 
ed from the Codorus creek, in York, on 
Sunday afternoon, thus clearing up a mys- 
tery which surrounded his disappearance 
6 weeks ago. It is believed that-Golden's 
death was accidents! and this was the 
verdict of the coroner's jury at the in 
quest 
The Golden case has furnished 


the York police with a mystery for the 
past 6 weeks and resulted in the commit- 
ment of Mrs. Gulden, his wife, to the in- 
sane ward of the York county almshonse, 
one week ago. Worry over her husband's 
absence from home and the inability of 
the authorities to find him or uncover a 
clue that would Jtad to the discovery of 
Irs whereabouts, unbalanced Mrs. Gal 
den's mind and she is now said to be a 
hopeless lunatic. As far as could be learn 
ed Gulden fell into the creek near High 
land park 6 weeks ago. He and several 
companions went on a fishing trip near 
the park and took considerable whiskey 
along to help while away the time be 
tween "bites". The supply of drink was 
exhausted early in the ofternoon and Gnl 
den started to the city for more. It is 
supposed that be laid down along the 
bank of the creek and fell into the water 
and was drowned 
His body was found 


more than a mile from where it is thought 
he fell into the creek.

HARRY GULDEN’S BODY FOUND 
IN CODORUS CREEK AT YORK, 


The body of Harry Gulden, aged 45 
years, a former resident of near Gulden’s 
Station, Mt. Pleasant township, was fish 
ed from the Oodorus creek, in York, on 
Sunday afternoon, thus clearing up a tnys* 
tery which surrounded his disappearance 
6 weeks ago. It is believed that Golden’s 
death was accidental and this was the 
verdict of the coroner’s jury at the in 
quest 
The Golden case has furnished 
the York police with a mystery for the 
past 6 weeks and resulted in the commit 
ment of Mrs. Guldeu, his wife, to the in 
sane ward of the York county almshouse, 
one week ago. Worry over her husband’s 
absence from home and the inability of 
the authorities to find him or uncover a 
clue that would Jead to the discovery of 
Its whereabouts, unbalanced Mrs. Gul 
den’s mind and she is now said to be a 
hopeless lunatic. As far as could be learn 
ed Gulden fell into the creek near High 
land park 0 weeks ago. 
He and several 
companions went on a fishing trip near 
the park and took considerable whiskey 
along to help while away the time be 
tween “bites” . The supply of drink was 
exhausted early in the ofternoon and Gul 
den started to the city for more. 
It is 
supposed that he laid down along the 
bank of the creek and fell into the water 
and was drowned 
His body was found 
more than a mile from where it is thought 
he fell into the creek. It was fished up 
by several men at the W, J’hila street 
bridge, and was identified as that of Gul 
den by the clothing the man wore. 
He 
was a son of the late Emanuel Gulden 
and wife, of near Gulden’s Station, and 
has resided in York for a number of 
years. He is survived by his wife and 
the following brothers and sisters : Wm. 
Gulden, Biglerville; Daniel Gulden, York; 
Martin Gulden, Hanover, and Mrs. Reu­ 
ben Hoffheins, of York, formerly of New

WRITER TELLS OF 8RAVERY OP 


GERMAN FIELD COOKS. 


Are Helcf Responsible for Feeding the 


Men in the Trenches, and Well 


•nd Nobly They Are Doing 


Their Duty. 


•There isn't anything heroic about 


sooks," writes Herbert Corey to the 
Now York Globe, "and when things go 
wrong one either apprehends • cook 
as chasing a waiter with a bread knife 
yt giving way to tears." Yet the Ger- 
man army contains many a cook whose 
expansive apron is decorated with the 
iron cross. "And the iron cross," Mr. 
Corey reminds us, "is conferred for 
one thing only—for 100 per cent cour- 
age." The writer tells an interesting 
tale: 


'"They've earned it,' said the man 


who had seen them. 'They are the 
bravest men in the kaiser's four mil* 
lions. I've seen generals salute greasy, 
paunchy, sour-looking army cooks.' 


"The cook's job is to feed the men 


of his company. Each German com- 
pany is followed or preceded by a field 
kitchen on wheels. Sometimes the fires 
are kept going while the device 
trundles along. The cook stands on 
the footboards and thumps his bread. 
He is always the first'1 man up in the 
morning and the last to sleep at night. 
The Teuton believes in plenty of food 
—of a sort A well-fed soldier will 
fight A hungry one may not. 
" 'When the company gets into camp 


at night,' said the man who knows, 
'the cook is there before it, swearing 
at his fires and the second cook, and 
turning- out quantities of a depressing 
looking veal stew, which is, neverthe- 
less, very good to eat* 
" 'When that company goes into the 


trenches the cook stays behind. - There 
Is no place for a field kitchen in a four- 
foot trench. But these men in the 
trench must be fed. The Teuton in- 
sists that all soldiers must be fed— 
but especially the men in a trench, 
The others may go hungry, but these 
must have tight belts. Upon their 
staying power may depend the safety 
of an army. 


"'So, as the company cannot go to 


the cook, the cook goes/to the com- 
pany. When meal hour comes he puts 
a yoke on his shoulders and a cook's 
cap on his head and, warning the sec- 
ond cook as to what will happen if he 
lets the fires go out, puts a bucketful 
of the veal stew on either end of the 
yoke and goes to his men.' Mayba the 
trench is under fire. No matter. His 
men are in that trench and must be 
fed. 


" 'Sometimes the second cook gets his 


step right here. Sometimes the ap- 
prentice cook—the dish /washer—is 
summoned to pick up the cook's yoke 
and refill thje spilled buckets and tramp 
steadily forward to the line. Some- 
times the supply of assistant cooks, 
even, runs short But the men in the 
trenches always get their food. 


" 'That's why so many cooks in the 


German army have iron crosses dan- 
gling from their breasts,' said the man 
who knows. 'No braver men ever lived. 
The man in the trench can duck his 
head and light his pipe and be rela- 
tively safe. No fat cook yoked to two 
buckets of veai stew ever can be safe 
as he marches down the trench undei 
fire.

STORM SAVED BURNING SHIP 


Waves* Breaking Over Abandoned 


Craft, Extinguished the Blazing 


Benzine. 


A strange shipwreck story, unreport- 


ed by cable from the Azores, arrived 
•t New York from Horta, Fayal, by the 
Holland-America freighter Zaandyk, 
which was farced to put into this port 
by heavy weather that reduced her 
coal supply. Captain Barendsen says 
he learned from the skipper of the 
Norwegian tank steamship La Habra, 
which arrived at Horta on February 7, 
bound from Talara bay, Peru, by way 
st the Panama canal, for London, that 
her cargo of benzine caused an explo- 
sion aboard as she was nearing the 
Azores to replenish her bunkers. 
. La Habra was quickly ablate from 
stem to stern. About half of the crew 
were on the forward part of the tank 
and the other half aft Fearing that 
the falls and other boat gear would 
be burned, the tank's skipper ordered 
all hands to leave her in lifeboats and 
stand by. The engines had been 
stopped and La,Habra drifted into the 
trough and, as she was deeply laden, 
the seas, which were very high, washed 
over her. 


The chief officer and five men were 


in a boat towing astern when the 
hatches of the tank were blown off and 
cataracts of blazing benzine shot over 
her sides and stern. The boat's painter 
was burned off and the chief officer 
and his "men went drifting down the 
blast, being, without oars or sail, and 
disappeared. The other boats were 
threatened with destruction by the' 
burning benzine, which spread out-all 
around La Habra, making her look like 
a fire ship in a lake of flame. • 


The skipper of the tank expected 


her to be destroyed utterly before his 
eyes. He was elated when a giant 
comber broke around her, dousing the 
fire almost completely.

Real Sanitation In Air Towel. 


An "air towel" used In the large 


public lavatory in the District build- 
ing at Washington, D. C., is the inven- 
tion of J. M. Ward, superintendent of 
the District building. In appearance 
it resembles a rectangular box eleven 
inches by three, set in a sanitary base 
having twelve-inch legs, with an open- 
ing in the top. of the. case in which 
the wet hands are- held while being 
dried. The device consists of a blow- 
er that forces air through an electric 
heating element to ducts and deflectors 
suitably placed for distributing tha 
warmed air to all parts of the hands 
at the same time, and is operated by 
a foot lever or pedal, which in turn 
operates a quick-acting switch, there- 
by setting the blower in motion. By 
removing the foot the device is put 
out of operation. The hands come in 
contact with no part of the device, 
thus assuring a perfectly sanitary op- 
eration.

When meal hour comes he puts 
a yoke on his shoulders and a cook’s 
cap on his head and, warning the sec­ 
ond cook as to what will happen if he 
lets the fires go out, puts a bucketful 
of the veal stew on either end of the 
yoke and goes to his m en.' Maybe tho 
trench is under fire. No matter. His 
men are in that trench and must be 
fed. 


“ ‘Sometimes the second cook gets his 
step right here. 
Sometimes the ap­ 
prentice cook—the dish washer—is 
summoned to pick up the cook’s yoke 
and refill thje spilled buckets and tramp 
steadily forward to the line. 
Some­ 
times the supply of assistant cooks, 
even, run3 short. But the men in tho 
trenches always get their food. 


‘' ‘That’s why so many cooks in the 
German army have iron crosses dan­ 
gling from their breasts,’ said the man 
who knows. ‘No braver men ever lived. 
The man in the trench can duck hla 
head and light his pipe and be rela­ 
tively safe. No fat cook yoked to two 
buckets of veal stew ever can be safe 
as he marches down the trench undei 
fire. But he always marches. His men 
are always fed, and fed on time. The 
hero of the German campaign is tho 
fat cook of the field kitchen.’ ” 


of the Panama canal, for London, that 
her cargo of benzine caused an explo­ 
sion aboard as she was nearing the 
Azores to replenish her bunkers.

The other boats were 
threatened with destruction by the' 
burning benzine, which spread out all 
around La Habra, making her look like 
a fire ship in a lake of flame. 


The skipper of the tank expected 
her to be destroyed utterly before his 
eyes. He was elated when a giant 
comber broke around her, dousing the 
fire almost completely.

helped in the work, and all hands ex­ 
cept the chief officer and those In the 
vanished boat went back on their ship. 
They found that ail charts, books and 
instruments of navigation had been de­ 
stroyed. 


London's Treasures Guarded. 


Extensive precautions .have been 
taken in Londofi to guard art treas­ 
ures against the menace of air raids. 
The custodians of art galleries and 
museums long ago removed to vaultB 
or similar places the most precious 
of their portable exhibits. 
At the 
British museum a number of priceless 
manuscripts, books, and other objects 
have been stored away in safes. Some 
measure of risk must, however, be 
borne In a building which contains 
40 miles of bookshelves and massive 
pieces of sculpture. 
Visitors to the 
National gallery find the major part 
of the building closed. At the Guild­ 
hall the most valuable pictures have 
been placed in the basement. 
The 
magnificent Gainsborough, “Fording 
the River,” has been removed from 
the walls. In the corporation strong 
room In the basement Is stored what 
is probably the finest collection of 
municipal records in the world. 
It 
includes the charter of William the 
Conqueror “to William, Bishop and 
Gosfegdh, Portreeve, and all the bur­ 
gesses within London,” securing to 
them their ancient liberties. 
Every 
reign since the Conqueror is repre­ 
sented in the charters.

Through the transfer of a lease re­ 
cently in New York, what is believed 
to be the most unusual trinity of busi­ 
ness Interests in the history of the 
country has developed. For a hundred 
years the same family has retained the 
ownership of the property, which has 
been occupied In part by the same firm 
for that length of time, leasing through 
the same real estate brokerage firm.

Real Sanitation In Air Towel, 


An “air towel” used in the large 
public lavatory in the District build­ 
ing at Washington, D. C., is the inven­ 
tion of J. M. Ward, superintendent of 
the District building. 
In appearance 
it resembles a rectangular box eleven 
inches by three, set in a sanitary base 
having twelve-inch legs, with an open­ 
ing in the top of tbe case in which 
tbe wet hands are held while being 
dried. Tho device consists of a blow­ 
er that forces air through an electrle 
heating element to ducts and deflectors 
suitably placed for distributing the 
warmed air to all parts of the hands 
at the same time, and is operated by 
a foot lever or pedal, which In turn 
operates a quick-acting switch, there­ 
by setting the blower In motion. By 
removing the foot the device is put 
out of operation. Tbe hands come la 
contact with no part of the device, 
thus assuring a perfectly sanitary op­ 
eration.

The old joke, "Which is heavier, a 


pound of lead or a pound of feathers?" 
is not quite such a joke as it seems at 
first glance. Archimedes taught us the 
truth, that a body immersed in a liquid 
ar gas receives an upward push equal 
to the -weight of the liquid or the gas it 
displaces. Suppose we arrange a bal- 
ance so that one of its arms can be 
introduced under the bell of an air 
pump, and place upon each of its arms 
a weight, say one pound, both weights 
made of the same size. They will ex- 
actly balance each other. If we ex- 
haust the air from under the bell, pro- 
ducing a vacuum, we remove the up- 
ward push, and the arm of the balance 
that is in the vacuum descends. If 
on the contrary we compress the air 
under the bell we make the displaced 
air weigh more and consequently the 
upward push is increased and this arm 
of the balance ascends. 


It is manifest that the greater 


amount of air displaced the greater 
will be the upward push. Suppose now 
we balance a pound of lead on one arm 
and a pound of feathers on the other. 
They will, of course, exactly equal 
each other in ordinary air. for they 
were both weighed in ordinary air. 
Now let us put the whole apparatus, 
including both weights, under an air 
pump. 
The pound of feathers d 


places far more air than the pound of

lead, and if we exhaust the air we 
shall find that, the upward push be- 
ing removed by the exhaustion of the 
air, the pound of feathers descends 
and the pound of lead ascends, prov 
Ing that the seeming paradox that a 
pound of feathers weighs more than a 
pound of lead, is no joke but a scien- 
tific fact. 


Therefore it may scientifically be 


said that of two substances having the 
same weight and not the same volume, 
that having the larger volume is really 
the heavier.

In the abdomen of the catcher dum- 


my is a plate which when hit by the 
baseball thrown by the player who is 
practicing closes an electric circuit 
and causes a bell or buzzer to ring. 
The catcher's arms and hands are 
mounted to move in and out on a hori- 
zontal plane. The batter, on the other 
hand, moves his bat up and down. 


To practice with this machine you 


take a position about sixty, feet from 
the dummy batter and throw at his 
bat, which extends over the home 
plate; if the bat is hit, you can jot 
down one on the score card. Or. land 
the ball in the abdomen of the catcher, 
hit the registering plate and ring the 
electric bell, and a strike is credited 
you. If the ball hits the batter or 
catcher elsewhere than intended, a 
foul is counted. 


The inventor insists that the dum- 


mies are not unlike natural persons in 
performing their functions, although 
some players might not approve of 
the mode of "catching" the ball de- 
scribed.

TASTY LEFT-OVER DISHES. 


All bits of-ham, whether boiled or 


fried, should be saved for made-over 
^ dishes, as the flavor of'•> 
^*~ tablespoonful of ham will 


add to many plain dishes, 
giving them a pleasing 
flavor. 


Ham Timbales.—Cook 


together a cupful each of 
stale bread crumbs and 
milk until of the consis- 
tency of smooth paste. 
Add four tablespoonfuls 


of butter, one cupful of chopped cooked 
ham, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt and a few dashes of pepper, then 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs and fill buttered timbale molds 
with the mixture, set in a pan of hot 
water and bake in a moderate oven 
until firm. Remove to a hot serving 
dish and garnish with hard cooked 
eggs. 


A few tablespoonfuls of cooked rice, 


added to different soups will give them 
the needed garnish. 


Ham Cream Toast.—Melt four table- 


spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, add 
the same amount of flour and stir un- 
til well blended, then, pour on gradu- 
ally, while stirring constantly, two 
cupfuls of scalded milk. Bring to the 
boiling point and add one-half- tea- 
spoonful of salt. Cut stale bread in 
jhin slices, remove crusts and toast 
on both sides, cut in halves crosswise, 
butter and-dip in the sauce. Add a 
half cupful of cold boiled ham, chopped, 
to the sauce and pour over the toast. 


Pea and Chicken Soup.—Drain a cam 


of peas and pour over two quarts of 
cold water. Add two slices of onion 
and three cupfuls of chicken stock; 
let simmer 30 minutes. Melt two ta- 
blesjoonfuls of butter, add two of flour 
and when well mixed, pour on the hot 
mixture, again repeat and put through 
a strainer. Add a cupful of milk, a 
few sprigs of mint, seasoning of salt 
and pepper, and one-third of a cupful 
of cooked macaroni, rice or vermicelli. 
Remove the mint before serving. 


Chicken Gumbo.—Chop and brown 


in butter one onion. Put»into a kettle 
with four quarts of chicken stock, one- 
half a can of okra, two teaspoonfute 
of salt, some pepper 
and half a 


chopped green pepper. Simmer all to- 
gether an hour and' serve hot.

a hot oven, torn to 


get an even heat all over 
and when hot it will be 
much like new bread- 
Rolls and biscuits may 
be warmed in the same 
way. 
Doughnuts that 


have become dry and hard may also 
be freshened and will be most palata- 
ble treated in this way. 
; 


Browned Onions. — Butter a baking 


dish and place the required number of 
medium sized onions, peeled, in the 
dish, pour over them a cupful of beef 
broth, add some left-over bits of 
cooked sausage, or raw chopped ham or 
bacon; sprinkle a little sugar on the 
top of each onion and on this a small 
piece of butter. Cover with buttered 
paper and bake for two hours in . a 
moderate oven until the onions are 
tender. Serve from the baking dish or 
as a garnish to pork chops. 


Meat Balls. — Take four cupfuls of 


chopped meat To this add two cup- 
fuls of bread crumbs and four table- 
spoonfuls of flour. Moisten with soup 
stock or the liquor from the stew until 
it is about 'the consistency of croquette 
mixture. Take half the' chopped meat, 
add to it two level tablespoonfuls of 
strong horseradish, half a teaspoonful 
of cloves, pepper and salt to taste. 
Mold into meat balls, cover with flour 
and fry in hot fat. The rest of the 
meat may -be used for a loaf, adding 
a bit of celery salt, chopped onion, a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice and salt 
to taste with a grating of nutmeg and 
a pinch of cloves. Form in a loaf and 
bake forty minutes. 
This may be

TASTY LEFT-OVER DISHES. 


“ IVA MILLION,” SAYS BRIDE 


And So Has O. A. Million, the Happy

All bits of «ham, whether boiled or 
fried, should be saved for made-over 


dishes, as the flavor of & 
tablespoonful of ham will 
add to many plain dishea, 
giving them a pleasing 
flavor. 


Ham Timbales.—Cook 
together a cupful each of 
stale bread crumbs and 
milk until of the consis­ 
tency of smooth paste. 
Add four tablespoonfuls 
of butter, one cupful of chopped cooked 
ham, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt and a few dashes of pepper, then 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of two 
eggs and fill buttered timbale mold* 
with the mixture, set in a pan of hot 
water and bake in a moderate oven 
until firm. 
Remove to a hot serving 
dish and garnish with hard cooked 
eggs. 


A few tablespoonfuls of cooked rice, 
added to different soups will give them 
the needed garnish. 


Ham Cream Toast.—-Melt four table- 
spoonfuls of butter in a saucepan, add 
the same amount of flour and stir un­ 
til well blended, then pour on gradu­ 
ally, while stirring constantly, two 
cupfuls of scalded milk. Bring to the 
boiling point and add one-half tea­ 
spoonful of salt. 
Cut stale bread in 
\h in slices, remove crusts and toast 
on both sides, cut in halves crosswise, 
butter and dip in the sauce. 
Add a 
half cupful of cold boiled ham, chopped, 
to the sauce and pour over the toast. 


Pea and Chicken Soup.—Drain a can 
of peas and pour over two quarts of 
cold water. 
Add two slices of onion 
and three cupfuls of chicken stock; 
let simmer 30 minutes. 
Melt two ta­ 
blespoonfuls of butter, add two of flour 
and when well mixed, pour on the hot 
mixture, again repeat and put through 
a strainer. 
Add a cupful of milk, a 
few sprigs of mint, seasoning of salt 
and pepper, and one-third of a cupful 
of cooked macaroni, rice or vermicelli. 
Remove the mint before serving. 


Chicken Gumbo.—Chop and brown 
in butter one onion. Put.into a kettle 
with four quarts of chicken stock, one- 
half a can of okra, two teaspoonfula 
of salt, some pepper 
and half a 
chopped green pepper. Simmer all to­ 
gether an hour and servo hot.

Rolls and biscuits may 
bo warmed in the same 
way. 
Doughnuts 
that 
have become dry and hard may also 
be freshened and will be most palata­ 
ble treated in this w'ay. 


Browned Onions.—Butter a baking 
dish and place the required number of 
medium sized onions, peeled, in the 
dish, pour over them a cupful of beef 
broth, add some left-over bits of 
cooked sausage, or raw chopped ham or 
bacon; sprinkle a little sugar on the 
top of each onion and on this a small 
piece of butter. 
Cover with buttered 
paper and bake for two hours in a 
moderate oven until the onions are 
tender. Serve from the baking dish or 
as a garnish to pork chops. 


Meat Balls.—Take four cupfuls of 
chopped meat. 
To this add two cup­ 
fuls of bread crumbs and four table­ 
spoonfuls of flour. Moisten with soup 
stock or the liquor from the stew until 
it is about the consistency of croquette 
mixture. Take half the* chopped meat, 
add to it f.wo level tablesjjoonfuls of 
strong horseradish, half a teaspoonful 
of cloves, pepper and salt to taste. 
Mold into meat balls, cover w*ith flour 
and fry in hot fat. 
The rest of the 
meat may he used for a loaf, adding 
a bit of celery salt, chopped onion, a 
tablespoonful of lemon juice and salt 
to taste with a grating of nutmeg and 
a pinch of cloves. Form in a loaf and 
bake forty minutes. 
This may be 
sarved with mashed potato baked with 
it for a garnish.

While life savers of the government 


coast 
guard tried vainly to launch 


boats in the raging sarf ten seamen 
were drowned off the Delaware Capes 
on Saturday during the storm that 
swept the Atlantic coast. 


They were the crews.of two barges 


of the Consolidated Coal company, of 
Baltimore, which broke adrift from 
a tug and went to pieces on the Hen- 
and Chicken Shoals^ a short distance 
below the capes. 


Three of the bodies were washed 


ashore after the fury of the storm 
had abated. They were identified as 
those of Captain Johnsen, of Balti- 
more, in charge of barge No. 9, and 
Carl Larsen and Dempsey Jarvis, able 
seamen. 


The bodies of the other seven are 


still in the sea, although the power 
boat of the Lewes life saving station 
cruised about the shoals where the 
barges foundered for hours. 
x 


The Consolidated Coal company'3 


barges Nos. 6, 9 and 23, in tow of the 
tug Cumberland, in command of Cap- 
tain Swensen, sailed from Baltimore 
for Boston on Friday night. Freshen- 
ing winds were encountered when the 
Cumberland and her tows rounded 
the Chesape&ke capes, but there was 
no indication of really heavy weather 
until about sixty miles below the Del- 
aware capes. 


Then a gale swept down ,on the tug 


and. the barges, coming out of the 
north. Wind that sometimes reached 
a velocity of seventy miles an hour, 
and averaged sixty, buffeted the three 
barges until off the Hen and Chicken 
Shoals, the hawser between barges 
Nos. 23 and 9 parted under the strain, 
casting Nos. 9 and 6 adrift at the 
mercy of the wind. 


They were thrown on the shoals, 


and the terrific surf at once began 
hacking them to pieces.
